France bulked large on the horizon 


of international affairs last week, 


both to the student of economics and | 


of politics. 

Under the driving leadership of 
Poincare,- the republic returned to a 
definite gold standard through stabili- 
zation of the frane at about one-fifth 
its pre-war value, thus at last com- 
pleting a basic fiscal 
the principal European nations. 

England long ago pinned the pound 
at parity aud Germany and Italy both 
have completed programs designed to 
rectify their national issues in rela- 
tion vot their world-rating in the yel- 
low metal. 

Stabilization of the frane “a fait 
accompli,” Poincare pressed at once 
for political stabilization to insure 
continuation of his government’s poli- 
cies. He won a double vote of cunfi- 
dence by overwhelming majorities amid 
scenes in the chamber reminiscent of 
armistice sessions. 

New Cabinet at Berlin. 

With the French guvernment “safe” 
until winter, at least, the political 
map of weep: showed no immediately 
impending change at any important 
capital. Germany during the week 
set up a new government, headed by 
Chancellor Mueller, a socialist and a 
co-signer of the Versailles treaty. The 
agreement came after 16 days of acri- 
monious debate, however, and observ- 
ers would be surprised if the life of 
the new government extended past the 
new year. Stresemann retains the 
foreign ministry, assuring continua- 
tion of Germany's foreign policies. 

Gelgium politics began to reflect 
slightly the continued» wrangle over 
the wording of an inscription to be 
placed over the facade of rebuilt Lou- 
vain university.

City, where the most complete pre- 
cautions were taken to maintain or- 
der. Late today there had been re- 
ceived no reports from other points 
to indicate that any trouble had 
arisen. 

At General Obregon’s headquarters 
it was declared that there was no 
doubt that Obregon supporters would 
control the senate and chamber of 
deputies and the state legislatures, 
elections for which also were held 
today. 

The vote for the presidency will not 
be known for several days and exact 
figures will not be announced until 
the regular session of congress in 
September. 

The expected return of an Obregon 
majority to congress and the state 
legislatures continues the _ situation 
which existed prior to the elections 
which for all practical purposes, were 
a mere formality. 

Obregon headquarters received word 
today that 25 state legislatures, suf- 
ficient to make the measures effective, 
had ratified General Obregon’s 
amendments to the constitution re- 
ducing the number of federal deputies 
from more than 300 to 150, providing 
for the appointment by the president, 
rather than by election of the supreme 
court and other judges, and establish- 
ing federal commissions instead of 
elected mayors and boards of alder- 
men as municipal governments in 
Mexico City and other towns in the 
federal district. The latter measure 
is expected to diminish greatly the 
power of Luis Morones, secretary of 
commerce, labor and industry, Obre- 
gon’s political enemy. The labor 
party, directed by Morones, heretofore 
has controlled these governments 
which will now pass into the hands 
of General Obregon’s own political or- 
ganization. 

General Obregon received reports of 
today’s elections at his home at 
Cajeme, state of Sonora, he is ex- 
pected to come to Mexico City shortly 
to confer with his political support- 
ers and then to travel over Mexico 
and possibly in the United States be- 
fore taking office December 1. 

Observers here believe that the 
present era of good will between the 
United States and Mexico will be 
prolonged by Obregon’s accession. 


Boy Who Shot Down 
tire Virginia Family Can 


Over Route to St. Louis. 


Elsinore, Mo., July ‘1.—(P)—After | 


flying the mail for eight months with 
a perfect record, Leslie H. Smith, 25- 
year-old pilot, missing since Thursday 
night, was found dead with his wreck- 
ed plane on a hillside, nine miles north 
of here at noon today, apparently a 
victim of the elements he had defied. 

The tangled remains of the de Havi- 
land with the body of the flier flung 
across one wing, was found by three 
farmers who had heard a plane on 
Thursday night and had set out in 
search after reading accounts of the 
missing flier. 

The plane lay in the timber of the 
thickly wooded but sparsely populat- 
ed Ozark region. Smith, caught in a 
severe electrical and wind storm, ap- 
parently had flown across the valley 
in a northwesterly direction, clipping 
the tops of trees for a number Of yards 
before the plane crashed into a large 
oak. 

Holds to Control. 

Here the wings and fusilage of the 
plane clung, but the eugine and land- 
ing gear crashed on for fifty more 
feet before stopping. 

Across the wing lay the dead pilot, 
with the “stick” clutched in his left 
hand and his parachute strapped to 
his back, the release untouched. It 
was believed that the crash came un- 
expectedly. ; 

At the pilot's side lay the package 
of pictures, news photographs from the 
democratic convention which he was 
bringing to St. Louis. 

The gasoline tank had been hurled 
more than 50 feet from the plane by 
the impact where it had exploded. The 
storm which swept the vicinity Thurs- 
days night™blew down trees and sever- 
ed the telephone and telegraph com- 
munications.

Sergeant I. G. Cousins, of the Rich- 
mond detective bureau, was sitting on 
the front porch of his home with his 
wife. An automobile, occupied by two 
negroes, turned into his block. — Cou- 
sins immediately recognized h edley, 
because he had arrested him previous- 
ly on a liquor charge. He stepped 


from the porch to the curb and as the | 


automobile approached he drew his 
revolver and stopped the car. 

Medley at first denied that he was 
the man wanted but later admitted 
the killing of Samuel E. Grimmell, 
16-year-old high school student, and 
the wounding of the boy's mother, 
Mrs. Nellie Haskins and his adoptive 
father, Henry H. Grimmell.

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Washington, July 1.—(#) —An- 
nouncing a surplus of $398,000,000, 
a public debt reduction of over $900,- 
000,000 and a ta cut of over $220,- 
000,000, Secretary Mellon today de- 
clared that the fiscal year which 
closed Saturday at midnight “has wit- 
nessed a further improvement in the 
financial position of the government.” 

Total ordinary receipts for the 
year, as contained in the annual 
statement of the treasury department, 
were $4,042,000,000, and the cost of 
operating the government chargeable 
against such receipts was $3,644,000,- 
vO0. For the previous year the fig- 
ures were $4,129,504,441 and $3,493,- 
584.519. 

The surplus was $7,000,008 short 
of the department’s earlier estimate. 
Of the surplus $367,000,000, or near- 
ly all of it, has already been applied 
to the retirement of the public debt 
obligations, and the treasury secre- 
tary announced that the remainder 
{will be used for the same purpose 
| early in the fiscal year 1929. 
| Explaining an increase of $150,- 
000,000 in expenditures over the pre- 
vious year, Secretary Mellon said that 
“by reason of the failure of the defi- 
ciency ‘bill in 1927 and a change in 
the revenue law a substantial amount 
of expenditures properly chargeable to 
the fiscal year 1927 was carried over 
into 1928.” 

Second Liberty Called. 

The treasury statement disclosed 
that the secend Liberty loan bonds, 
of which on March 1, 1927, there was 
outstanding $3,104,000,000, all but 
$35,000,000 had been retired yesterday. 
During the fiseal year closed the 
treasury began refunding operations 
in anticipation .of the maturity on 
September 15, 1928, of $2,147,000,000 
of third Liberty loan: bonds outstand- 
ing on January 1 of this year.

Senator Robinson would make no 
comment on his attendance at Pres- 
byterian services.

Al 
though it is probable he will go te 
New York in the near future to con- 
fer with his running mate, Governor 
Smith, he said he had no announce- 
ment to make as yet concerning his 
plans, :

Peril as Ice Island Melts

Oslo, Norway, July *1.—( United 

News.)—Lieutenant Einar-Paal Lund- 
borg and five members of the polar 
dirigible Italia drifted helplessly to- 
ward death tonight while the agencies 
of five great nations fought desperate- 


ly but futilely to save them. 
Lundborg, the outstanding hero of 


the fatal north pole expedition be- 
cause of his rescue of General Um- 
berto Nobile, sent a radio message 
from the isolated camp where Nobile 
and his party were stranded urging 
the rescue parties to hurry their work. 
The ice floe on which the men were 
marooned was rapidly breaking up, 
he said, and they were in immediate 
danger of being swept to sea. 


The men who had faced death since 
May 25, when the dirigible was. 
wrecked, retained their stoic calm in 
the face of the danger which they 
had feared most during the last 
month— the summer season when the 
ice forest would be _ tossed about, 
broken and probably carry them to 
sea. There was no note of fear in 
their message. Lundborg’s reckless, 
but fearless, return to the ice pole 
after Nobile’s miraculous rescue was 
typical of the men who have partici- 
pated in the expedition and the relief 
work, but the message carried the 
theme: Hurry, hurry, or you will be 
too late. 

_ Experts Are Fearful. 

Artic experte were pessimistic re- 
garding chances for the rescue, or of 
finding the nine other members of 
the Italia’s crew or the six—incluid- 
ing Raold Amundsen—who were lost 
attempting to find Nobile. 

Knud Rasmussen, Arctic explorer, 
told the United News today that even 
should Lundborg and his companions 
be carried into open water on an ice 
floe it would not necessarily indicate 
they were in danger of death, since 
many ships’ crews had floated in such 
manner for several months. 

Lundborg’s message, however. indi- 
cated his fear the iceberg would break 
up until it would no longer be a safe 
refuge for the explorers. 

Rasmussen said the month of July 
would increase the dangers and the 
difficulties of the rescuers because the 
sea would be filled with floating ice 

Thinks Amundsen Dead. 

Helmer Hansen, companion of 
Amundsen when he discovered the 
South pole, told Peter Freuchen, noted 
Danish explorer, that he believed 
Amundsen dead. The Latham sea- 
plane, he said. was able to float only 
about two hours. He believed Amund- 
sen was forced down in the open sea, 
the machine turned turtle and the 
passengers were drowned. 

Freuchen deplored the mishap to 
the Nobile expedition, saying its fail- 
ure likely would hurt the future of 
Arctic exploration. He also deplored 
the fact that many of Sweden’s. Nor- 
way’s and Russia’s best Arctic ex- 
plorers were risking their lives for the 
erew of the Italia. He insisted the 
Italia’s expedition was ill-planned and 
said Nebile was wafned not to start

The seriousness of the situation is 
revealed by figures made public by 
the New York state department of 
labor, showing that over 1,000 work- 
men are killed in the construction 
industries each year in New York 
State alone, and. 20,000 more are 
injured in the state. Safety men 
estimate that there are ten times as 
many accidents in construction. in 
the entire nation. One-quarter of

CROPS FOR COTTON LANDS. 
Farmers in the cotton producing 
states are constantly searching for 
winter crops suitable and profitable 
for revitalizing their lands without 
disturbing the planting of the staple. 
According to The Farm Journal, 
four winter legumes ‘have been 
scientifically tested which promise 
to meet the demand, adding the 
needed elements to the weakened 
soil, resisting the sudden cold spells 
and fitting into the season so as not 
to interfere with the cotton itself. 
_ They are Austrian winter peas, Can- 
ada field peas, purple vetch and 
hairy vétch. 
The Canada field pea will rarely 
winter-kill south of the 31 degree 
longitudinal line, and is recommend- 


ed for the extreme™~southern sec- 
tion. The Austrian winter pea has 
been grown, at the Texas State Ex- 
perimental station, Denton, and it 
survived when the cold reached six 
degrees above. zero. The two 
vetches are hardy and have proved 
a success throughout the south 
where there is ample lime in the’ 
soil. 

“These legumes should be planted 
with oats or other small grain in| 
the fall. 
broadcast and then drilled in the! 
oats, after which the ground is 
dragged or rolled,” says Professor 
E. A. Miller, agronomist of the A. 
& M. college of Texas. “The crop 
may be plowed under in the spring 
as a soil builder, to be followed by 
cotton, grain, sorghum or other 
crops. Use two pounds of oats and' 
from 25 to 30 pounds of the leg- 
umes to the acre.” 

Where the soil is poor, the crop 
should be allowed to reach maturity 
before being plowed under, and a 
Spriitg legume should follow this 
crop.

TREASURY SURPLUS 
IS $398,000,000

accuracy of the treasury’s estimate of 
income taxes,” Secretary Mellon said, 
“it is worthy of'note that with collec- 
tions aggregating over $2,000,000,000 | 
they exceeded estimates by the narrow 
margin of $9,000,000, or an error of 
42 of one per cent.” 
Customs Decrease. 

Customs collections yielded $569.- 
000,000, described as “trormal’  re- 
ceipts, compared with $605,000,000 
last year, a_ record figure. In- 
ternal revenue receipts were $621,000,- 
000 compared with $645,000,000 in 
1927, its decrease being ascribed main- 
ly to a sharp diminution in estate tax 
receipts and the repeal of the automo- 
bile sale tax under the revenue act 
passed at the recent session of con- 
gress. 

The receipts from sources other 
than taxatien totaled $678,000,000, | 
compared with $654,000,000 last year. : 
The principal item of increase in this 
class was $24,000,000 resulting from ' 
liquidation of obligations of railroads | 
to the government. The chief decrease 
in taxation was $51,000,000 in income 
tax receipts due to an anticipated 
falling off in back tax collections, 

Interest Is Lowered. 

At the close of the fiscal year the 
publie debt amounted to $17,604,000.,- 
000 as compared with °$18,511,000,000 
at the end of the last fiscal year, a 
(lecrease of $907,000,000. Of this, 
the treasury attributed $540,000,000 
to the sinking fund and other debt 
requirements chargeable against ordi- 
nary receipts, and $367,000,000 to 
debt retirement from the surplus of 
receipts over expenditures. 

By transfer into securities bearing 
a lower rate of intérest the annual 
interest rate on the interest-bearing 
debt was reduced to 3.87 per cent 
compared with 3.96 per cent at 
the close of the last fiscal year.

The four circuits of the system 
form a continuous channel through 
which news will be fed across a dis- 
tance nearly half the circumference 
of the earth. One circuit extends 
from New England through New Yo:k 
and the eastern Great Lakes region to 
Chicago. Thence two circuits stretch 
toward the Pacific coast, one south- 
westerly to California, the other to- 
ward the northwest, to Oregon and 
Vancouver island. The fourth ci:- 
cuit runs southward, from New York 
to New Orleans. 

The telephone-typewriter is a de- 
vice which typewrites over a_ tele- 
phone wire. The machine resembles 
closely the ordinary typewriter, and 
is operated in virtually the same man- 
ner. The pressing of a key on the 
transmitting machine actuates the cor- 
responding key on the receiving ma- 
chine, and the proper character ap- 
pears simultaneously on the paper of 
both sending and receiving § instru- 
ments. The fact that it reproduces 
instantaneously in plan language on 
the receiving machine whatever is 
transmitted from a distant point makes 
this system especially suited to the 
needs of a news service. 

The machines used by the North 
American Newspaper Alliance repro- 
duce “copy” on paper of standard 
width fed continuously from a roll, 
In this form a dispatch from a dis- 
tant city is all ready to be set up ino 
type. Thus an entire news story is 
produced just as if it had been written 
in the local office.

The radio cymmission, Mr. Caldwell 
says, has found that the southern 
states will lose much radio entertain- 
ment that they might have had, 
through the enforcement of the equal 
Jistribution clause, which states that 
tll zones shall have an equal number 
df broadcasting stations, an equal num- 
ber of wave lengths and an_ equal 
amount of power. He, Mr. Caldwell, 
tays that the wide open spaces of the 
south—and he also include the west- 
ern and Pacific coast states—will be 
peng to have only as many sta- 
ions, wave lengths and power as the 
smaller eastern zones can have. 

Mr. Caldwell, evidently, forgets that 
the southern states had practically no 
radio entertainment other than local 
last winter because of interference; 
that the southern states can, under the 
1928 act, have enough wave lengths, 
power and stations as their present 
stations require. And,also, he evidently 
(with foresight) forgets that even a 
partial lessening of interference will 
mean more radio entertainment than 
the southern states ever have been able 
to enjey before. 

The Dial Twister has had, and 
spoken of before; two reactions to the 
equal distribution clause, first, that 
anything is better than past conidi- 
tions; and, second, that, if the radio 
commission will enforce the new clause 
impartially, the radio publie and the 
congress will be able to see how it 
works and, should additional legisla- 
tion be necessary, put it into effect.

New Orleans, July 1—(4)—Trad- 


ing in cotton was more active during 
the past week than for a long time 
past. There was evidence of partici- 
pation in the activity of outside specu- 
lative interests, including Wall street, 
and considerable trade buying develop- 
ed. The price trend was upward al- 
though much profit taking was readily 
absorbed at moderate reactions from 
time to time. 

The main stimulating influences 
was the continced unsettled weather, 
coupled with the numerous reports 
that have filtered in from nearly all 
parts of the belt claiming that the 
crop was making little or no prog- 
ress, that fields were grassy and cul- 
tivation very backward owing to 
soaked fields.

DISGUST IN QUITTING 


Warsaw, July 1.—(#)—Disgust 
with the constitutional requirements 
of the premiership and with the 
quality of the Polish diet led Mar- 
shall Joseph Pilsudski to give up his 
place as prime minister, he said in a 


public statement published here to- 
day. It was the first such statement 
from the dictator since 1926. 

Marshal Pilsudski let it be known 
that he had no intention of dropping 
out of the government entirely. In 
addition to the duties of minister of 
war, which he retains, he said he 
would continue to direct Poland's for- 
eign affairs. He stands ready to re- 
sume the hated premiership if cir- 
cumstances demand. 

The marshal criticized the national 
legislature unmercifully. One of the 
great drawbacks of the premiership, 
he said, was that the constitution re- 
quired the prime minister to cooperate 
with the diet. 

Another aspect of the premiership 
which drew fire from the dictator was 
the fact that it possesses powers 
which he said belong naturally to the 
president,
